May 26.—[Editor of the 
Tribune. |}—One ot the most peculiar fallacies of 
the eampaigu is that Arthur is the man to

this State. Wile there can be no 
doubt that the *’Bourbons are largely in 
the minority upon afair vote and an honest 
count it is equally certain that they are deter- 
mined to had the political ascendancy by the 
same means y have e.aployed to obtain it.

STILL A DISTURBING ELEMENT. 

New York, May 26,—/|Special. |—The remark- 
able bank statement of Saturday afternoon, 
and the withholding of any detailed statement 
of individual banks still remained a aisturb 
element in the street this morning, although it 
had little or no effect upon the stock market. 
The matter has not been rightly understood 
or explained,” said Mr. F. D. Tappan, Chair- 
man of the Loan Committee of the clearing- 
house.

Owing to the failure of several banks in this 
vicinity last winter, and the general demoralization 
of financial matters lately. and also owing to some 
villainous réports cireulated about our bank our 
deposits have greatly decreased, so that in the last 
three or four months we have bad to pay out over 
$100,000. Feeling that we cannot convert our assets 
rapidly enough in these times to meet the demand 
for money, we have deemed it best, in justice to all, 
to close the bank and wind up its affairs. To the 
writer of this it is asad ending to thirty years of 
banking life. HENRY STRONG,

The report made some commotion on the 
streets, but confidence in Mr. Strong's honesty 
prevailed, and the belief exists generally that 
the depositors will not meet with much loss.

Although there were many large depositors 
and many who are largely interested in the out- 
come ot the failure among those who sought 
admission, they were not able to get into the 
room where the Directors were in session. 
It was impossible to learn just 
what. caused the crash. According to 
the statement of the bank it had 
raised $931,000 to pay $915,000 of liabilities. It 
is said that there were $300,000 of certified 
checks of the bank out which were not in- 
cluded in the statement of liabilities and which 
had to be paid. There bas been a quiet run on 
the bank, and it bas pald out $300,000 in the 
last twenty-four business hours. There were 
eleven banks in the pool which loaned the Penn 
$310,000, and they are all amply secured against 
loss.

The 
offieiaig who are eonstituted into a bureau by 
this emasculated bill are to do everything 
with regard to infectious diseases among cat- 
tle except to meddle with or stamp them out. 
If the plague strikes the herds of the coun- 
try, the Commissioners are to investigate 
and report at 3 future time to Congress. 
They have no power to take any action what- 
ever, and the report which they make to Con- 
gress months after the disease has spread be- 


+ yond arrest will be of as much interest and 


importance as last year’s almanac. 

The cable brought the news the other day 
of the death in Italy of the king of the lob- 
by of our Congress. The king is dead, long 
live the king! The old king may be dead, 
but there is evidently another king already 
flourishing in his place, The defeat of this 
bill to protect the purity of our meat and the 
superiority of our herds was beaten only by 
the most persistent lobbying. The cattle 
eveners and the stock-yards millionaires 
formed an anti-public combination and em- 
ployed able talent to manipulaté the members 
of the House of Lords to prevent legislation 
which was demanded by public opinion. 
They did so because they deliberately pre- 
ferred that ineradicable disease should gain 
a foothold among our cattle rather than face 
what they feared might prove to be a momen- 
tary check on the movement of cattle to their 
high-priced accommodations at the stock- 
yards, where they charge four prices for hay 
and feed. 

It made no difference to these high-spirit- 
ed men that the owners of herds worth hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars declared that 
there was need of such protection as this bill! 
offered against the domestication in this coun- 
try of the distempers of a more impure civil- 
ization. It was nothing to them that experts 
like Mr. Sanders, of the Cattle Commission, 
had demonstrated, after a long and faithful 
inquiry, that there was a real danger of in- 
fection to be guarded against. It made. no 
difference to them that there was to be no in- 

erence with their monopolies and extor- 
tions. It was enough for them to scent in 
the air that the operation of the preventive 
and curative meagures that would have been 
put into action under the authority of this 
legislation would, if an emergency arose, 
have stopped the shipment of cattle to their 
stock-yards and abattoirs to some ex- 
tent. Their cupidity js so short-sight- 
ed that they would rather keep a 
clearing-house for an unlimited number of 
cattle healthy and diseased, not seeing that 
the ultimate effect of gathering and distrib- 
uting unhealthy battle must infallibly be to 
inflict an almost fatal blow on the prosperity 
of their monopolies. With regard to their 
own best interests, which are bound up in 
the long run with the preservation of the 
health of our ¢attle, their opposition was 
fatuous; with regard to the interests of the 
public at large it was cruel. But the dollar 
in sight was too alluring to their eyes. 

If the cattle-raisers of Wyoming, whose 
herds represent $100,000,000, really supposed 
that their vigorous assertion of the necessity 
of a cattie quarantine on grounds of public 
polity would have any effect on Congress 
they are undeceiyed by this time. They and 
** public interests” are too far off to be heeded 
by Congress. Itis the lobby that catches the 
Speaker's eye and the votes of the members. 
It was the interest that had the enterprise 
and the thoney to maintain a lobby in 
Washington that won the day. The ex- 
perience of the public in this matter of 
the protection of the meat supply 
is not a solitary instance of the fu- 
tility of the appeals of the people to this do-

The Loss by the Ou Fire Piaced at 
$600,000. 

PHILADELPSIA, Pa., May 26.—The big fire at 
Atlantic Refinery Company's Works, which 
started Friday night, is gradually burnmg 
itself out. The burnt district covers an area of 
about acres, and is strewn with the wrecks of 
thirty-two massive iron tanks. The majority 
of the latter are located in a hollow, the flames 
having been carried to them by burning oil as 
it flowed from afew tanks located in the more 
elevated part of the works. The burning 
oil, which flowed from the bombarded tank 
Saturday flowéd into this hollow and set fire to 
trees, grass, and bushes, leaving the ground 
perfectly bare, Fifty-five stills, all filled with 
oil an threatened with destruction, were 
saved. 

One of the most remarkable fhings about the 
fire was the saving of the immense agitator. It 
was located in the centre of the burnt district 
and surrounded by flames, and yesterday when 
the smoke became less dense was found intact. 
Steam was forced into the tank, and it is sup- 
posed this prevented an explosion. Nothing 
but a pile of débris the spot where the 
extensive parafline works were located. It is 
thought the loss will exceed $600,000. The 
work of rebuilding the destroyed works will be 
commenced at once.

FAILURE O GEN. GRANT. 
Comments of the London „Times

value depended upon its quality and nature, 
He showed from the books that the danger in 
cases of circumstantial evidence was absolutely 
less than the danger of mistake in cases where 
the proof was direct, because witnesses might 
and often did lie for reasons that no one in the 
trial of a case could detect or expose, while 
facts, from their verv nature, were ingapable 
of tying. 
He next briefly analyzed the evidence. The 
strongest fact was that in the room where the 
old man was killed two vest-buttons were 
found. When arrested, three of the original 
buttons on MeKeague's vest were gone, 
and the two found on the floor were iden- 
tical with the old ones remaining.

CONGRESSIONAL BARBARISM. 

The defeat in Congress of the substitute for 
Mr. Belmont's Free Art bill is of a piece with 
the ignorant bigotry which led the Tariff Com- 
mission to fix the exorbitant duty of 80 per 
cent upon imported works of art. The Repre- 
sentatives, if they knew anything at all about 
the matter, must have known that nobody 
claiming to be an artist, unless he is an un- 
reasonable fanatic, really wished a customs 
tax on art, and still less an increased duty. 
Both before and since that increase a great 
majority of the prominent artists, as well as 
almost all the prominent art societies, and sev- 
eral clubs moro or lesa related .to art, bad de- 
clared themselves in favor of tree art.“ 

The intigence ot Mr. Donaldson, of Philadel- 
phia, which was the first cause, it is stated, of 
the original imposition of the 80 per cent duty, 
was, however, paramount at Wasbington, and 
the defeat of the substitute Dill, prepared by 
the Ways and Means Committee in piace of 
that of Mr. Belmont, was almost assured by 
putting the work of Americans abroad in the 
same cu ry with that of foreigners as to the 
levying of the 10 per cent duty proposed. The 
old law applied only to foreign work, and that 
of artists or students of American citizenship 
was admitted free. 

The effect of the retention of the present 
high duty may not be felt immediately, but in 
a few years, unless the French and other for- 
eigners who have free art schools are mere 
forgiving than we can expect, and refrain from 
punishing American citizens for the sins of the 
American Congress, we shall find that our art 
has been atly retarded in its progress by the 
bigotry of American legislation. Fewer mas- 
terworks of foreign painters and sculptors will

A Question of Admiralty Practice.

Awards were to be liber- 
ally interpreted, and no intendment would be 
made to overturn it, but every intendment to up- 
hold one. The libel would therefore be dismissed 
for want of equity, but without prejudice to the 
right to file a bill to set aside the award. 


A Judge’s Opinion of the Appellate Court.
